2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Novelty and Inventive Step 

US 4412205 discloses a switch construction responsive to the motions of a wearer designed to be incorporated 
into a slipper. It does not disclose the device on a band to be worn on the neck or head. 

US 4791536 discloses earrings responsive to sound, to light various LED's and its optic fibre. 

CA 2024665 discloses a safety device for use as arm bands for cyclists or joggers comprising a band with a 
plurality of LED's operated by a battery. 

It would be well within the knowledge in the art to combine the use wearable bands with light sources 
activated by movement not involve any inventive step in the light of common general knowledge. 

The problem addressed by the current application is the need for a noticeable warning device. 
It is also noted that there is no problem presented which would act as a barrier to using these standard design 
elements in solving the stated problem 

Faced with the stated problem the person skilled in the art would be equipped with an ensemble of standard 
design elements and strategies from which they would make obvious combinations as necessary and therefore 
proceed directly to the claimed invention by routine and non-inventive process. 

Therefore claims 1,2,6 and 7 cannot be said to have novelty or inventive step. 
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
